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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This application contains inventions drawn to patentably 
distinct species. Applicant is required under 35 US 121 (1) to 
elect a single disclosed species to which claims would be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable 
and (2) to list all claims readable thereon including those 
subsequently added. 

2. Applicant is required to: 

Elect a method comprising a subject with an insulin- 
related disorder, or a subject with an insulin-related disorder 
and a co- existing condition characterized by unwanted cellular 
proliferation . 

Further, Applicant is required to elect a specific insulin 
related disorder, such as one of those listed in claim 3. 

Further, Applicant is required to elect a method further 
comprising monitoring for improvement in an indicator of 
diabetes, or a method not comprising said monitoring. If a 
method further comprising monitoring is elected, Applicant must 
also elect a specific diabetes indicator, such as one of those 
listed in claims 10-11, 

Further, Applicant is required to elect a method comprising 
administering an antibody specific for PSMA alone, or an 
antibody specific for PSMA in combination with an agent. If 
administering a PMSA antibody in combination with an agent is 
elected, Applicant must also elect a specific agent, such as one 
of those listed in claim 12 or 16-17, 

Further, Applicant is required to indicate which claims 
read on the elected species, including any claims subsequently 
added. Currently claims 1 and 7 are generic. 

The species of insulin related disorder are distinct 
conditions. For example, hyperglycemia is associated with 
elevated levels of blood glucose, while hypoglycemia is 
associated with reduced levels of blood glucose. Furthermore, 
the agents listed in claims 12 and 16-17 are distinct due to 
their different physiochemical properties. Additionally, the 
species of methods are distinct due to their different method 
steps, reagents, and patient groups. 
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3. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must 
include an identification of the species that is elected 
consonant with this requirement. 

4. Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be
